It seems that a bill to protect blue 


cranes has already bren introduced 
ill tho Assembly, and last night a 
copy of the bill was hud before the 
San Francisco Academy of Sciences. 
f-n- the purpose of "dnvwing out " 
ihe scientists on its merits. The ap- 
plication was successful, for several 
members spoke to it. The bill is en- 
titled " An Act to Protect the Com- 
mon Blue Crane, called Anli-n llfrv- 


if." 
It makes tl-e shooting or kill- 


ing of the birds a aiisdeni(-anor, and 
fixes the penalty at $20 fine and "the 
costs of conviction." 
The discus- 


sion which ensued on this proposed 
crane-'' iologieal" legislation, varied 
from grave to gay, preponderating 
toward tho latter.' The serious part 
of the argument was, that the Ae.i- 
deniy knew of no reason why com- 
mon blue cranes', or sandhill cranes, 
orany other cranes-, should be hedged 
around i\ith the wholesale divinity 
of legislation protective. A member

The City Attorney said there was

It seemed to him 
that it was a kind of grab or freeze- 
out game; tho company would run 
their switch track through Cedar 
street, and thereby .reduce the valu- 
ation of the property there fifty per- 
cent, or more; then they would go 
to these poor men and buy Tip their 
lots for a mere song, because they 
would be comparatively worthless 
on account of the track, and after- 
ward remove the track to their own 
ground on the bay,and offer this prop- 
erty to its original owners for twice 
the sum they gave them for it.
